Yes,  tonight  we  arc  formally  cutting  our  phys- 
ical ties  with  this  school  and  with  our  way  of  life 
when  we  were  students  here,  We  have  left  the 
intimate  atmosphere  of  S.C.L&T  S,  and  many  of 
us  have  even  left  oar  families  and  friends  to  .seek 
our  fortunes  in  a  much  larger  and  foreboding 
world.  We  hart*  been  forced  to  lake  .stork  of  our- 
selves, to  realize  our  strengths  and  weaknesses, 
and  to  think  more  seriously  about  hie  and  its 
meaning.
